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Bisham is situated about a mile from Marlow and pre¬ 
sents a good example of the beautiful scenery to be found 
on the Thames banks in this neighbourhood. Bisham 
Church, the grounds of which slope down to the very 
water’s edge, dates back to the twelfth century. Bisham 
Abbey, also on the river banks, is a fine old building, 
replete with historical associations. 
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
